and cu tting a deep g ash ov er the left, 
ey e, which took fiv e stitches to close. ; 
His left wrist was also v ery badly 
sp rained. 
* Mr. Rollins reg ained consciou sness 
soon after striking the walk and was 
immediately assisted to Dr. Powell’s 
office, ov er the Ply mou th 
clothing 
store, where his inju ries were a t­ 
tended to'by Drs. Pow ell and Parker. 
He was remov ed to his home on West 
First street and is resting easily this 
afternoon and will be all rig ht ag ain 
in a few' day s u nless something ser­ 
iou s shou ld dev elop from internal in­ 
ju ries. 
Mr. Rollins is a well knowm char­ 
acter in Dix on, hav ing done the ma­ 
jority of the p ainting

He stated this au ru ing 
after the accident that he had told 
Mr. Thomann before g oing onto the 
p latform that the hook was not. safe 
and that they w'ou ld g et a fall be­ 
fore they were throu g h with the Job, 
bu t Mr. Thomann did not ag ree with 
him and told him there was nothing 
to fear. 
The p latform u p on which the men 
stood is abou t two feet wide and was 
held to the roof by two iron hooks.

fact, aids the dealer to cheat the 
customer before his very ey es without 
the slightest possibility of the victim 
detecting the fraud. So cleverly is 
the machine constructed and the men 
ev computing scale adjusted that the 
deception would in all 
probability 
never have been discovered but for 
the open, shameless confession and 
boast of the manufacturers, who in 
a private circular to dealers frank ly 
presented the claim that their scale 
would aid the dealer in cheating the 
consumer. 
The circular sent out to 
shopk eepers reads as follows: 
CAN YOU DO THIS 
On Your Scale? 
Buy 20 pounds of pork loins at 9 
cents per pound, retail them to y our 
trade at the same price, 
and get 
y our money back ? 
W E CAN 
On our scale and mak e y ou 
3 PER CENT PROFIT BESIDES. 
If y our business amounts to $10 a 
day in sales, we can earn 
y ou 30 
cents in fractions y ou don’t get now. 
Thirty cents a day means y ou buy 
this scale every 18 0 day s. How long 
have q ou been in business- How many 
have y ou bought in that time? Think 
of it— 
ONE SCALE LOST EVERY SIX 
MONTHS. 
Let our man prove this. 
It gives the butcher the odd frac­ 
tion to which he is justly entitled. 
This feature alone, in the average 
meat and produce m ark et, will save 
not only the cost of a scale in a short 
time, but in a large m ark et 
will 
save clerk hire,, which saving, on the 
old pound and ounce scales, is en­ 
tirely lost. 
A competing company began an ex ­ 
posure of the alleged dishonest scale 
and the latter sought to enjoin such 
action in the courts. The courts heard 
the evidence and. of course, refused 
the injunction and the fight goes mer­ 
rily on. 
As 
illustrating the 
manner 
in 
which the ’ g raft” scale cheats the 
customer, one of the Ohio investigat­ 
ors said: “ I weighed eight articles 
separately and the cost was $1.3 6 . 
The same articles weighed together 
cost $1.24, showing that the machine 
was fix ed to cheat customers on frac­ 
tions of pounds. 
The secret of damage done to pur­ 
chasers, it is claimed, lies in the mon­ 
ey value column of the scales. The 
mak ers of the scales with this col­ 
umn do not tam per with the weight 
| column but they mak e the other so 
that the seller gets the benefit of all 
fractions. 
As the Cleveland Leader say s in 
commenting on the m atter, 
there 
ought to be little trouble in settling 
the matter. If the present laws of 
Ohio do not provide for such a case, 
legislative action would q uick ly cor­ 
rect the abuse and in view7 of the 
frank circular letter above q uoted, 
there ought to be little trouble in se­ 
curing such action.

How IIimloo duvotcos in Singapore 
walk over glowing 00a N is described by 
a w riter in the Straits Budget of that 
city* 
He says: 
“Several wood tires 
had Iteen lighted on the right side of 
the tem ple and by 4 o'clock these had 
been reduced to glowing embers. The 
priests spread these out in the same 
m anner as an athletic ground is pre­ 
pared with sand for a long jump. 
Be­ 
yond this a shallow pond was dug and 
was filled with w ater from jars. The 
gods w ere then carried out and were 
placed near the small pond facing the 
Aetlhot embers. An unfortunate young 
white goat was smeared w ith saffron 
and was held by two men on the 
ground just a t the edge of the embers. 
These live em bers were very hot and 
the heat could be felt half a dozen 
yards away. Tw o men seized the mis­ 
erable goat, one by the head and the 
other by the hind legs. A third m an 
knelt with a huge, heavy chopper, 
shaped like a scythe. As the devotees 
approached nearer lie raised the cruel 
knife above his head and brought it 
down with a sickening swish on the 
neck of tiie poor goat, severing its head 
from the body Instantjy. One m an then 
snatched up the struggling and bleed­ 
ing body and placed it in front of the 
gods. The other Hindoo followed with 
the head. 
It w as a grewsome sight and 
was greeted with howls and shouts. 
Bv this tim e the devotees had work­ 
ed themselves up to a great state of 
frenzy. A strange pallor had come 
over them —their faces w ere set, with 
staring eyes. They raved like madmen 
and struggled to get forw ard to the 
gods. One by one the priests released 
them, and like savages they rushed 
through the glowing em bers with hare 
feet, then through the pond of w ater 
an d finally danced about in front of 
the idols. 
H ere two priests scourged 
them with ropes. 
Several collapsed ou 
reaching their goal. 
None of them 
showed any signs of suffering.
